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Councillor hits out as Darlaston’s old ground targeted

CALLS have been made for 
the future of Darlaston Town 
Football Club’s old ground 
to be secured after the main 
stand was set alight in a sus¬ 
pected arson attack. 

Police are investigating the fire 
which started last Wednesday 
evening, as fire crews were called to 
the derelict City Ground on Waverley 
Road after receiving reports that part 
of the stand was ablaze. 

Councillor Keith Chambers, who represents 
Bentley and Darlaston North on Walsall Coun¬ 
cil, said: “The ground is going to rack and ruin. 
It’s been in a state for too long now and this 
isn’t the first time it has been subjected to some 
form of vandalism. 

“The future of the land needs to be sorted out 
as a matter of urgency to stop this sort of thing 
from happening again. It has potential for de¬ 
velopment and I’d like to see what, if anything, 
is in the pipeline.” 

Firefighters found a 20sqm section of the 
wooden stand ablaze in what has been de¬ 
scribed as ‘a severe fire’. 

The heat from the flames is said to have dam¬ 
aged window frames to properties in nearby 
Slater Street. 

Serious 

Fifteen firefighters took around an hour-and- 
a-half to put out the fire and secure the area. 
A number of wooden seats that had been dam¬ 
aged were removed from the stand. 

West Midlands Fire Service spokesman Mat¬ 
thew Smith said: “We received reports of a seri¬ 
ous fire at the former Darlaston Town football 
ground. It was a severe fire, damaging around 
20sqm of a wooden stand. Fire crews from Wil- 
lenhall, Bilston and Tipton attended the scene 
and tackled the fire using hose reel jets. 

“They also used a thermal imaging camera to 
check for hotspots and make sure the area was 
secure. We believe the fire was started deliber¬ 
ately.” No injuries were reported as a result of 
the incident. 

Police are treating the fire as arson. They 
have asked for anyone with information to call 
101. Darlaston Town played at the ground until 
the club folded in 2013. Although a ‘phoenix’ 
club with the same name was subsequently 
formed, Walsall Council took over ownership 
of the City Ground and boarded it up. 

Last year an application to register it as 
an Asset of Community Value was approved, 
meaning that if the council decides to sell the 
ground the club have first option on buying it.

Library staff face 
axe as cuts loom 

LIBRARIES that survive council cuts in Wal¬ 
sall could still see the number of staff work¬ 
ing in them reduced, it has emerged. 

New technology including self-service 
machines and a new smart card entry sys¬ 
tem is planned, meaning less staff will be 
needed. 

Walsall Council is looking to axe seven 
libraries and the mobile library service, 
along with 13 jobs, as part of plans to save 
£328,854 next year and £159,058 the year 
after. And it has now emerged that around 
£300,000 could be invested into some of 
the remaining nine libraries to bring in a 
new management system, allowing visitors 
to use them when they are unstaffed. 

Customers would be given a special card 
and PIN to access the libraries when they 
are unmanned, with CCTV keeping watch 
and a book detection system used to keep 
track of items leaving the building. 

Opening times could increase, to allow 
access between 8am to 8pm. Libraries in 
Aldridge, Bloxwich, Brownhills, Darlaston, 
Pelsall, Pheasey, Streetly, Willenhall and 
the Walsall Central Library stand to remain 
open. 

Although around £300,000 would initially 
be invested in the scheme, depending on 
the libraries selected, it is expected to save 
the authority £349,813 in 2017/18. 

Security cameras would record who ac¬ 
cesses the building.

Empty factory site 
to be transformed 

A FORMER industrial site that has stood 
empty for more than five years is poised to 
be transformed after planning officers rec¬ 
ommended warehouses be built at the site. 

The development is planned for the old 
Ductile Wesson site in Moxley where the 
previous foundry shut in 2009, closing the 
door on 200 years of history. 

British Airways Pension Trustees Ltd is 
poised to breathe new life into the site after 
plans were lodged with Walsall Council to 
build two warehouses, offices, car parking 
and service yards at the site in Bull Lane. 
The proposals are recommended for ap¬ 
proval today. 

It comes after around 150 people lost 
their jobs when the foundry shut down 
more than five years ago.

Killing spree went on 
too long, says minister 


THE ISIS terrorist who murdered 38 tourists on a beach re¬ 
sort in Tunisia was able to continue his killing spree for more 
than half-an-hour because of serious failings in the coun¬ 
try’s intelligence and security services. 

Senior officials have told the Express & Star there were ‘chain of 
command’ problems that led to Tunisian police not taking immediate 
action against Seifeddine Rezgui. 


Injuries in crashes 


And Foreign Office minister Tobias 
Ellwood said the gunman was given 
‘far too long’ to continue his massacre 
at Port El Kantaoui for 33 minutes. 
Mr Ellwood said: “It is recognised he 
had time to carry on far too long. He 
had chosen this particular hotel we 
believe because others had police sta¬ 
tioned outside. 

“We are working closely with the 
Tunisian government to improve 
their intelligence and security capa¬ 
bilities, which were not good enough.” 

Joel Richards, aged 19, his grandfa¬ 
ther Charles Patrick Evans, 78, both 
from Wednesbury, and Joel’s uncle 
Adrian Evans, 49, from Bilston, were 
among the 38 tourists killed. 

Had swifter action been taken it is 
possible some of them could have been 
saved. A source close to the investiga¬ 
tion said there was confusion among

police officers at the scene. There was 
essentially a chain of command issue. 
Ultimately there was confusion over 
what to do and who was responsible 
for decision making,” they said. Brit¬ 
ish counter terrorism experts 

from the Metropolitan Police’s 
specialist SO 15 unit are now work¬ 
ing with the Tunisian government to 
improve its intelligence gathering, as 
well as its on the ground response to 
attacks. 

Meanwhile, Metropolitan Police 
officers are investigating the Sousse 
beach attack as well as the Bardo Mu¬ 
seum murders in the capital Tunis, 
where former Sally Adey from Al- 
brighton was killed. Its findings are 
expected to be reported soon. 


TWO cars overturned and one 
ploughed through a bus stop and a 
garden wall in three separate crashes 
in the Black Country in the space of 
half an hour. 

Six people were injured and one 
left in a critical condition following 
the spate of smashes across Friday 
night and into the early hours of Sat¬ 
urday morning. 

The first incident at around 
11.30pm saw a BMW Z4 career 
across Chester Road in Brownhills 
and plough through a bus stop and 
a garden wall before coming to a halt 
in a front garden. 

The force of the impact snapped 
the front driver’s side wheel off the 
car. A 38-year-old woman from the 
Brownhills area was arrested at the 
scene after giving a positive breath 
test. She was bailed pending further 
inquiries. 

Then at 12.15am on Saturday a car 
collided with a number of stationary 


vehicles before overturning and com¬ 
ing to rest on its roof. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service 
sent three ambulances, a paramedic 
area support officer and the MERIT 
trauma doctor to the scene on Blox- 
wich Road. 

Service spokesman Jamie Ar- 
rowsmith said: “The driver of the car, 
a man in his 30s, had to be helped out 
of the vehicle and was treated for a 
suspected head injury and cuts to his 
arm. “He was immobilised with the 
use of a neck collar and spinal board 
and taken to Walsall Manor Hospital. 

“There were two further patients, 
a man who was sitting in one of the 
stationary vehicle and a woman who 
was just about to get in to the pas¬ 
senger seat.” 

A further crash happened on Pleck 
Road, in Walsall near to the Bradford 
Arms pub, shortly before 12.50am 
and saw a car collide with a tree and 
roll over. 


Parade for 
town halted 
over lack of 
organisers 

THIS year’s Remembrance Sunday pa¬ 
rade in Bloxwich has been scrapped. 
Community leaders battled to save the 
tradition but, without a branch of the 
Royal British Legion in the town to lead 
the event, had to admit defeat. 

The traditional parade usually leads 
from Park Road up High Street to the 
cenotaph. This year, there will only be 
a gathering in the grounds of All Saints 
Church. 

Bloxwich East Councillor Julie Fitz¬ 
patrick said: “There is no Royal British 
Legion branch in Bloxwich so we were at 
a bit of a loss as to what to do. There is 
nobody to head up the event. 

“It is gutting that it cannot go ahead. 
It’s something that happens every year 
and it is important to remember those 
who gave their lives for this country. We 
need to start looking at what we can do 
next year. We need an event organiser.” 

Councillor Shaun Fitzpatrick, who 
also represents Bloxwich East, said he 
had also been contacted by residents 
who were concerned about the issue. 

He added: “Ever since I can remem¬ 
ber Bloxwich has always had a parade 
and it always has a good turnout, it is 
very important to us and the people of 
the town.” 

The news comes after it emerged last 
month that some of the routes for the 
Remembrance Sunday parades in Wal¬ 
sall will have to change this year due 
to police cuts. Anyone who can help or¬ 
ganise a parade next year in Bloxwich

A CRACKDOWN on people drinking 
on the streets in Caldmore has result¬ 
ed in police seizing alcohol 18 times in 
the past three weeks. Extra patrols have 
been taking place with police confiscat¬ 
ing alcohol and moving people on when 
they find anyone drinking. 

Sergeant Richard Jacques, from Pal¬ 
frey neighbourhood police team, said: 
“Names of those acting in an anti social 
manner whilst drinking are being col¬ 
lated with a view to further action being 
taken against them by both police and 
partner agencies. 

“Several meetings have taken place 
where partners discussed how best to 
tackle the issues at the location for the 
long term. 

“The council’s area manager for this 
location is drawing up an action plan.”

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Man found 
with knives 
in his hands 
at centre 

POLICE found a man armed with a 
knife in each hand after a disturbance 
in a Black Country town centre. 

The officers were alerted to a poten¬ 
tial problem at the Saddlers Centre in 
Walsall, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
was told. They saw Jason Ewing 
standing in Park Street with a fixed 
stare on his face and a knife in either 
hand on November 30. 

The 22-year-old obeyed an order to 
drop the weapons and lay face down 
on the ground while he was searched, 
said Mr Oliver Woolhouse defending. 

Officers discovered three more 
knives hidden in his clothing and 
while being taken to the police sta¬ 
tion for questioning Ewing told them 
he had come to Walsall with the in¬ 
tention of either stabbing himself or 
somebody else, the court heard. 

Mr Daniel White, defending, said 
that psychiatric reports had indicated 
Ewing was in need of mental health 
treatment and a bed was available 
for him at Brooklands Hospital in 
Coleshill Road, Marston Green. 

Ewing from Hawbush Road, Lea- 
more, Bloxwich pleaded guilty to 
possession of a bladed article and 
breaching a community order im¬ 
posed for criminal damage to a street 
bin on October 28. 

He was made the subject of a Hospi¬ 
tal Order preventing his release until 
medical experts are confident it was 
appropriate for him to be set free. 

Recorder John Edwards told Ewing: 
“You are suffering from a condition 
which requires treatment that you 
can receive at Brooklands Hospital.” 

Fight launches 
to save library 

CAMPAIGNERS have launched a 
petition against plans by the cash- 
strapped council to close New Inven¬ 
tion Library. The library, in Lichfield 
Road, is one of around half a dozen 
earmarked to close as part of council 
plans to save £25 million. 

Beechdale, Blakenall, New Inven¬ 
tion, Pleck, Rushall and South Walsall 
libraries are at risk of closure as part 
of the new raft of planned cuts. 

A petition has now been launched 
against the closure by Willenhall 
North Councillor Adam Hicken and 
resident, 52-year-old Glyn Marston. 

Councillor Hicken said: “With com¬ 
munity groups and jobseekers also 
using the library, it is clear that this is 
not just another library but provides 
essential services for our residents.” 

Cafe scheme for 
post office site 

A FORMER post office in Walsall 
will be transformed into a cafe under 
plans poised to create two jobs. The 
building in Spring Road, Shelfield, 
has been vacant since April last year 
and plans have now been lodged.

Bridge work looking good after efforts 



Workers guide another girder into place 


WORK to rebuild a railway bridge 
and electric trains to Walsall is gath¬ 
ering pace. The structure in the town 
centre is being overhauled as part of 
plans to electrify 15 miles of line from 
Rugeley to Trent Valley. 

The work started last year and was 
originally scheduled to be completed 
by July 2015. However, last week, 
photographs showed a giant hole in 
the ground where the bridge once 
stood. A picture shows that work has 
progressed quickly since, with the 
structure now visibly coming together 
after a weekend of rebuilding. 


The rebuilding project started on 
October 4, with Network Rail set to 
suspend work at the end of the No¬ 
vember to avoid disruption over the 
Christmas shopping period before re¬ 
starting in January, with Easter 2016 
now the date bosses have given for 
completion. 

Meanwhile, the electrification side 
of the plans will not be finished until 
the end of 2017. 

The work has already caused delays 
to plans to build a new permanent 
home for Walsall Market, however 
council bosses have said they have 


faith the project will be done in good 
time. Councillor Mohammed Arif, 
who represents St Matthews ward, 
said: “Obviously these are essential 
repairs that Network Rail are carry¬ 
ing out. 

“Sometimes we don’t actually re¬ 
alise what we are walking on, Park 
Street is such a busy street in the 
town centre but sometimes work of 
this nature has to be done, just like 
anywhere else. The long term benefits 
of this work outweigh the delays we 
have had so far and I am glad to see 
work is gathering pace now.” 


Number of trust 
complaints rise 

COMPLAINTS received by the NHS 
trust that runs Walsall Manor Hos¬ 
pital rose by nearly 40 per cent last 
month, new figures show. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust dealt 
with 39 formal complaints and 258 in¬ 
formal complaints in September. 

New complaints last month in¬ 
cluded patients unhappy with the 
care they received, staff attitudes and 
alleged bullying by staff towards visi¬ 
tors. Despite this, the number of com¬ 
pliments received by the health trust 
also rose to 69 last month, compared 
to 40 in August. 

Taxi rank plan 
despite protests 

A CAR park in Willenhall is poised to 
be transformed into a taxi rank and a 
car wash despite dozens of protesters 
signing a petition. The land in ques¬ 
tion is a 23-space site off Union Street. 

The proposal has been put forward 
by A2Z but a a 49-named petition 
against the plans has been received 
from Light and Life Christian Centre. 

Protesters claim it is not the right 
place for a car wash and would have 
a detrimental effect on the usage of 
the church, which has a congregation 
or around 250 people each Sunday. It 
also has other weekday meetings. 

Lorry and van in 
crash on M-way 

A LORRY and a van crashed on the 
M6, causing long delays. 

Two lanes of the motorway had to 
be closed following the smash on the 
northbound carriageway of the motor¬ 
way between junction 10a, near Ess- 
ington, and junction 11, for Cannock, 
at about 11am last Thursday. 

The lanes of the motorway were 
closed for about 35 minutes. 

Nobody involved in the incident was 
thought to have suffered any serious 
injuries. 

Firm set for more 
time to clear up 

AN Aldridge company that illegally 
operated a tip is set to be granted an 
extra five months to clean up the land. 

Residents complained of being 
plagued by dust and flies after 
Aldridge Aggregates & Recycling set 
up in Middlemore Lane earlier this 
year without planning permission. 

Planning chiefs are being asked 
to grant extra time for the site to be 
cleared by April 1 after an agreement 
was reached with council officers and 
the Environment Agency. 

Homes on the rise 

A LANDMARK former bakery site 
in Walsall is poised to get approval to 
be transformed into a housing estate. 
The old Maple Leaf site in Raleigh 
Street, Birchills, will be replaced with 
80 new homes under the plans. 

Walsall Council planning officers 
have recommended the scheme. 


Hundreds to lose their 
jobs in budget cuts 


MORE than 350 people will lose 
their jobs under Walsall Council’s 
next round of budget cuts, the 
council leader has warned. 

A further 100 posts will also be axed un¬ 
der the money-saving measures. 

Council leader Mike Bird spelt out the 
human consequence of the next batch of £25 
million savings at a meeting lobbied by plac¬ 
ard-waving protesters chanting ‘unfair’ and 
‘selfish’ about other upcoming cutbacks. 

Councillor Bird said he was now going to 
write to the local government secretary Greg 
Clark to tell him the council was stretched to 
its financial limit. 

He said: “I’m getting tired of doing the gov¬ 
ernment’s dirty work. Enough is enough. 

“We’ve got to stand up to government - we 
can’t keep reducing our services or closing 
them down. Westminster is not going to empty 
the bins or fill in the holes in the road.” 

The leader was talking to unions about a 
total of 354 potential job losses, both volun¬ 
tary and compulsory, and a further 96.8 posts, 
currently vacant, which would be deleted if the 
2016/17 budget is given the go-ahead. 

Criticised 

And when it comes to the 2017/18 budget, 
there will be a referendum with people given 
the choice of either accepting a council tax in¬ 
crease of two per cent or more or paying for 
some services or face losing them. The council 
has been criticised for allocating £250,000 to 
spend on a referendum in which the outcome 
is expected to be a resounding ‘no’ to a council 
tax hike. 

But Mr Bird said: “We have no option. Some 
think that if you cut councillors’ allowances it 
will balance the books. They just don’t get it. 
We’ve got to get the message across that there 
are some difficult decisions to be made, and we 
need people’s input.” 

As part of the proposed cuts, seven out of 16 
libraries and the mobile library service would 
shut, with the loss of 13 jobs, as part of plans 
to save £328,854 next year and £159,058 the 
year after. 

Walsall’s decision-making cabinet voted 
through the financial plan at the meeting last 
Wednesday. 

An appeal to delay a £73,000 cut in youth 
services’ funding in the borough’s poorest 
areas to spend on better-off neighbourhoods 
was rejected.

A READER says he cannot take much 
more James Bond. After so many trailers, 
guest appearances, premieres, interviews 
and the rest of the Bond ballyhoo, he feels 
he has already seen Spectre several times 
over.

SPARE us the surprise and the big, pan¬ 
icky headlines over the World Health Or¬ 
ganisations’ latest claim that bacon and 
other processed meats can cause cancer.

Medical centre extension 


A MEDICAL centre in Walsall will 
expand with a new-look lobby and 
meeting room, under new plans. 

Plans have been lodged with Wal¬ 
sall Council to build an extension 
on to Broadway Medical Centre, in 
Broadway, Palfrey, to provide an im¬ 
proved lobby area and meeting room 
for the surgery. 

A report, lodged with the propos¬ 
als, said that currently access to the 


surgery waiting room was restricted 
with visitors passing through the 
stairwell in order to use the surgery. 

But the new plans aim to bring 
about improvements, making life 
easier for staff and patients. 

It said: “This application seeks ap¬ 
proval for the extension of the front 
north elevation to provide an im¬ 
proved access lobby area and meeting 
room for the existing surgery. 


“The new lobby area will provide 
an improved level access point, with 
automatic assisted entrance doors to 
the surgery and into the adjoining 
waiting room. 

“All site levels will be to match 
that of the existing site to allow 
easier movement in and out of the 
building. The proposals are wholly 
in-keeping with the scale and mass 
of the existing surgery.”

The plans involve increasing the 
floor space of the surgery by seven 
per cent and the extension would add 
another 212sq ft to the building. 

The works would also extend to re¬ 
locating a side fire exit door. 

The report said the proposed alter¬ 
ations were designed to have mini¬ 
mal impact on neighbouring sites. 

A decision on the proposals is due 
to be made in the upcoming months. 


Carving out a name for 
himself in pumpkin art

IT started as an idea to create 
something special for his son. 
But now a Walsall man’s ‘spook- 
tacular’ pumpkins are the must- 
have Halloween decoration for 
some of London’s swankiest 
nightspots - including Prince 
Harry’s favourite haunts. 

Nine years ago Simon Patel tried his 
hand at carving his own pumpkins for 
his new-born boy Dylan. 

Such is the demand for the 39-year-old’s 
talents that he spends two weeks in the 
build-up to Halloween creating up to 30 
unique pumpkins for others. Customers 
include schools and businesses in the bor¬ 
ough as well as trendy nightclubs such as 
Kensington’s Bodo’s Schloss or the capi¬ 
tal’s Mahiki bar - both of which are known 
to host A-list celebrities such as Prince 
Harry and runner Usain Bolt. 

Mr Patel, of Primley Avenue, Alumwell, 
said: “It is incredible how it has happened 
so quickly. It is just mind-blowing. I just 
wish it was like this all year round.” 

Goblin 

The house-husband, who has been a keen 
artist all of his life, admitted his first at¬ 
tempt left a lot to be desired but then he 
started picking up tips by watching Ameri¬ 
can sculptor Ray Villafane on YouTube. 

“When my boy was born I just wanted 
to do something special for him for Hallow¬ 
een,” said Mr Patel. 

“My first was a goblin, but it wasn’t 
particularly good. I was using spoons and 
kitchen utensils but then I found out about 
using clay modelling tools. 

“From there I just got better and better. 
I have really expensive equipment now. I 
must have spent about £100 on it.” 

While that might sound like an expensive 
hobby some of his creations, which range 
from traditional skulls to intricately de¬ 
tailed pirate faces, have fetched up to £75 
each. Depending on the level of detail they 
can take as long as five hours to sculpt. 

The father of two boys, Dylan, aged nine, 
and Dev, aged seven, used to decorate his 
own house with the pumpkins but now he 
said demand was so high that he did not 
have any time to make any for himself. 

“I don’t get much interest until this time 
of year but then the two weeks before Hal¬ 
loween everybody is asking for them,” he 
added.

£6k damage 
caused by 
vandals to 
play park 

VANDALS have caused £6,000 of 
damage at a park in Essington. 

Equipment and fencing was ru¬ 
ined at Swan Park in Hobnock Road, 
which cost £25,000 to build. 

Councillor David Clifft said the site 
had become a meeting place for van¬ 
dals and drinkers, with litter, alcohol 
bottles, broken glass and laughing gas 
canisters strewn across the floor. 

The most recent damage to the 
park includes the safety foam surface 
being ripped up and the belts and 
chains from swings being snapped off. 

Councillor Clifft met with Stafford¬ 
shire Police and has also spoken with 
residents to resolve issues at the site. 
He said the damage would cost up to 
£6,000 to repair. 

“It’s been going on now for two 
weeks and it’s slowly getting worse,” 
said Mr Clifft. “With the dark nights 
and weather it may die down but I’m 
asking people to keep an eye on the 
place and come forward. At the end 
of the day it’s criminal damage, on 
Sunday they ripped the fence down 
that separates the park from the road 
and it could now cause fatal accidents. 
We’re not going to give in to vandal¬ 
ism. But we can’t keep replacing 
things until the problem is solved.” 

The park was originally funded 
by residents after a committee was 
formed and successfully raised 
£25,000. A public meeting will now 
be held. 

Anyone with any information re¬ 
garding the vandalism or drug ac¬ 
tivities should contact Staffordshire 
Police or Mr Clifft via 07930394399. 

Travellers set 
up at two sites 

TRAVELLERS have set up camps on 
two sites in Walsall, prompting the 
council to launch action to evict them. 

Walsall Council received reports 
that three caravans had set up camp 
on land off Rayboulds Bridge Road on 
Monday. 

The authority also received reports 
that half a dozen caravans and vehi¬ 
cles had moved onto Delves Common 
on Sunday. 

Walsall Council said officers had 
been carrying out welfare checks and 
had started the process to evict them. 

It is the latest in a string of illegal 
camps that have been pitched in the 
borough. 

The council recently took court ac¬ 
tion to removed travellers from Delves 
Common and The Parkway, Shelfield. 

Road closure 
through town 

A BUSY road in Darlaston will be 
closed to motorists later this week 
for carriageway patching works. The 
Black Country New Road, in Moxley, 
will be closed from 8pm on Friday to 
6am on Saturday.

The machine uses a special tel¬ 
escope to examine and biopsy the

Currently, Walsall patients 
have to travel to Birmingham or Dud¬ 
ley and this piece of equipment would 
mean speedier biopsies and diagnoses. 

Mr Moody, who had a lung opera¬

£ 20 , 000 .

Presley tribute act Gordon Hendricks. 

Mr Moody, aged 69, has been in 
business since 1964 and has built up 
Jack Moody Holdings PLC which in¬ 
cludes the Holly bush Garden Centre 
near Cheslyn Hay. 


Tons of logs at 
farm catch alight 

A BLAZE erupted on a Walsall farm 
when almost 50 tons of logs caught 
light. Around 25 firefighters tackled 
the flames in Doe Bank Lane just be¬ 
fore 3.30pm last Wednesday. 

A West Midland Fire Service said a 
large pile of wood and waste material 
was well alight. An on-site tractor was 
used to help break up the pile and get 
to the centre of the blaze. 

Fire crews set up a relay to source 
water to fight the flames as the log pile 
was some distance from a hydrant. 
Firefighters formed a line down Doe 
Bank Lane itself. 

M6 delays after 
lane closures 

A woman was injured following a 
collision between two cars on the M6. 

The smash happened just after 2pm 
on the southbound carriageway be¬ 
tween junction 9 for Wednesbury and 
junction 10 for Walsall. 

An ambulance attended and the 
woman, in her 30s, was taken to Wal¬ 
sall Manor Hospital after suffering 
neck and chest pain. 

The incident caused delays for driv¬ 
ers while the patient was tended to. 

Less than an hour before the same 
lane had been closed after two HGVs 
broke down in unrelated incidents. 

Victim of crash 
goes to hospital 

A WOMAN was taken to hospital af¬ 
ter a crash that closed a Black Coun¬ 
try road for two hours. Two cars col¬ 
lided on Lower Rushall Street, near 
the junction for Holts Hill Lane, Wal¬ 
sall at around 9.30am last Wednesday, 
leaving debris and oil in the road. 

One woman was taken to hospital 
with minor injuries after the collision. 

West Midlands Police spokesperson 
Kate Baker said: “Luckily nobody was 
seriously injured as a result of the 
crash.” 

Store to expand in 
latest proposals 

A SUPERMARKET in Willenhall 
will expand with a new bakery and 
revamped entrance, under new plans 
that would create jobs. 

Plans have been lodged to expand 
the Lidl store at the junction of New 
Road and Railway Lane. The propos¬ 
als would increase the sales area by 
l,108sq ft and incorporate a new bak¬ 
ery to the rear of the store. 

A report, lodged with the plans, 
reads: “The proposal will enhance the 
customer shopping experience.” 

Bus lane campaign 

A PETITION calling for the removal 
of a controversial bus lane in Walsall 
has now gathered more than 1,140 
signatures. 

The online petition launched by 
Bloxwich Councillor Shaun Fitzpat¬ 
rick is asking for the lane in Bloxwich 
High Street to be abolished. 


Cuts will mean longer 
turnaround on potholes 


POTHOLES in Walsall will take 
longer to repair as the council looks 
to save £100,000. 

Funding for road and car park mainte¬ 
nance will be slashed by 10 per cent under 
new proposals. 

There would also be less money available for 
surfacing, lighting and ticket machine repairs 
at the council’s 59 car parks across the bor¬ 
ough. Further changes proposed for on-street 
parking - to save another £25,000 - would see 
motorists no longer being able to pay 20p for 
10-minute slots. 

Instead, fees would be set at 60p for up to 30 
minutes, £1.20 for up to 60 minutes and drivers 
parking for up to two hours would pay £2.40. 
The plans form part of Walsall Council’s pro¬ 
posals to slash £25 million from its budget in 
2016/17. 

A report on the budget proposals states the 
revised tariff structure for on-street pay and 
display parking could encourage visitors to stay 
in the town centre for longer and boost trade, 
but it adds that there is a risk that some motor¬ 
ists will park in inappropriate locations such as 
junctions and restricted areas. 

Reactive 

Under the plans, the highway maintenance 
budget would be cut by 10 per cent, saving 
£90,000 in the next financial year. The report 
states: “This would result in less reactive main¬ 
tenance on the highway so repairs such as pot¬ 
holes and replacing damaged pedestrian safety 
barriers will take longer to complete.” 

It also said there would be a risk of increased 
accidents, injury and insurance claims if the 
proposals are given the go-ahead. 

Darlaston South Councillor Paul Bott said 
it would be ‘disastrous’ to cut the highways 
maintenance budget. He said: “It would have 
a major impact. Roads play an essential part in 
getting people to work and and investing in re¬ 
pairing potholes keeps insurance claims down. 
We need to invest in our roads and highways.” 

Reducing the maintenance of council car 
parks stands to save £15,000 in 2016/17, ac¬ 
cording to the plans. It would leave leave 
£25,000 available in the maintenance budget to 
fund work such as surfacing repairs, car park 
machine repairs, lighting repairs, cleansing ac¬ 
tivities, general damage and destruction. 

The draft budget proposals also include plans 
to axe libraries, slash opening hours at New 
Art Gallery Walsall and raise market rents. 


Family first to get new kidney drug

A FAMILY battling a hereditary 
disease is set to be among the first 
in the country to use the only drug 
developed to treat the condition. 

Four-year-old Charlie Turner, 
his father Craig and aunt Debbie 
all have polycystic kidney disease, 
which leads to kidney failure. 

And the condition has killed 
Craig’s father and grandmother 
in recent years. 

It inspired Charlie’s mother 
Kay to launch a fundraising cam¬ 
paign to help research into the 


condition. And now the Chase- 
town family are set to benefit from 
the first drug developed to treat it. 

They say it is a ‘huge step for¬ 
ward’ and could transform their 
lives. Craig could be given a trial 
course of Tolvaptan, while Debbie 
is also likely to be offered it in the 
future. And while it is thought 
Charlie is too young to take it at 
the moment, the drug is likely to 
be in widespread use by the time 
he turns 18. The medicine could 
mean Craig, Debbie and Charlie 


do not end up with kidney failure 
and needing a transplant. Tol¬ 
vaptan is available on the NHS at 
Birmingham’s Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital. Until now, many of the 
60,000 patients with PKD in the 
UK did not have access to any 
treatment. 

Kay said: “It’s great news and 
will completely change Charlie’s 
life when he gets older.” The dis¬ 
ease has varying levels of serious¬ 
ness - but there is little to treat it 
at its more serious stages.

And yet, strangely enough, I do find 
myself agreeing with the PC brigade on 
at least one aspect of this assault on free 
speech.

In this context 
at least, ‘man’ is a noun, not a verb. Yes, 
you can man a car park. But you can’t 
man-up, man-down or anything else. 
That’s why teachers should be telling 
them it’s banned.

Faces tell the story 
of changing society 


A unique exhibition illustrates 
the vital role of immigrants in 
the Black Country’s recent 
past. PETE MADELEY reports 

THEY travelled more than 5,000 
miles in search of work in Black 
Country towns that were suffering 
from a chronic labour shortage in 
the aftermath of the Second World 
War. 

But while migrants from South Asia 
have made a huge contribution to the 
rich tapestry of life in the region and 
beyond, their impact has been largely ig¬ 
nored in artistic circles. 

Now the lives of some of the thousands who 
made the journey into the unknown from the 
Punjab region of India to Wolverhampton 
have been recognised in a unique arts project. 

Exodus: Movement of a People, features a 
collection of personal photographs showing 
first generation migrants around the time they 
arrived in the old town in the 1960s. 

Brainchild 

The stark monochrome images are dis¬ 
played alongside portrait photographs show¬ 
ing the individuals as they are now, some 50 
years after they first set foot on the streets of 
Wolverhampton. 

Currently on display at the Bantock House 
Museum, the project is the brainchild of 
Wolverhampton-born photographers Anand 
Chhabra and Sarvjit Sra, who say they wanted 
to build up a collection of images that define 
‘the true identity’ of South Asian migrants. 

The pair run Black Country Visual Arts, an 
organisation set up in 2014 that is committed 
to opening up new avenues of art across the 
region. 

“There hasn’t really been a drive to docu¬ 
ment the stories of people from the Punjab 
when they first came to England,” said Anand, 
aged 43, from War stones. 

“We looked at the historical archives in Wal-

sail, Sandwell and Wolverhampton and there 
is very little that speaks for this generation. 

“It’s something of a hidden community, 
partly because in the past people have perhaps 
not had the confidence or know-how to show 
their history in an artistic way. It was some¬ 
thing we wanted to put right.” 

The group received funding from Arts Coun¬ 
cil England and set about the task of gathering 
photographs, firstly from friends and family 
and then from the wider community. 

“We basically hit the streets for six months,” 
said Sarvjit, 44, from Penn. 

“It was a case of turning up in Blakenhall, 
Park Village and Bradmore and knocking 
doors and asking for old black and white pho¬ 
tographs. We were asking them to hand over 
their prized possessions to people who they 
didn’t know, so it wasn’t easy. 

“But gradually we started to build up trust 


within the community and people began to 
come on board.” 

The UK’s ties with the Punjab date back 
to the mid-19th century, while many Sikhs 
served in the British Army and saw active ser¬ 
vice in both world wars. 

Indians began to settle in the Black Coun¬ 
try in the early 1950s and census records 
show there were 10 Indian families in Wolver¬ 
hampton in 1954. By 1956 an Indian Work¬ 
ers Association was up and running with 150 
members, but the bulk of migration would 
occur from 1961-71. 

The first wave of migrants were primarily 
men from middle ranking peasant families, 
often with ties to the colonial army or police 
force. Often they would travel over and find 
work in the Black Country, with their families 
joining them once they were settled. Over that 
decade settlement from India and Pakistan to 


Wolverhampton rose from 1,756 to 12,120. A 
similar picture played out elsewhere around 
the Black Country, with Smethwick in par¬ 
ticular attracting large numbers of migrants 
from the Punjab. 

The search for employment was a key factor, 
with migrants attracted to the Black Country 
by the promise of jobs in foundries, steel works 
and clothing factories. 

Sarvjit’s father, Surjit Singh, is shown in 
one of the portraits, the 65-year-old clutching 
a photograph of himself sporting an Elvis hair¬ 
style that was taken in 1966, a year before he 
came to Wolverhampton. 

Surjit’s father, who served in the Brit¬ 
ish Army and the Indian Army, had come to 
England in 1963 after he was granted a work 
voucher. “My father came over and then he 
brought me over once he’d settled. My mother 
came later,” said Surjit, who lives in Penn. 

“A lot of people used to do that. I was 16 at 
the time and when I arrived I got a job thread¬ 
ing brass in a factory on Wednesfield Road. 

Exciting 

“Everything was completely different from 
what I had known back home, but it was an 
exciting time.” 

Surjit went on to spend 35 years working for 
the Motor Components firm in Oxford Street, 
Bilston, that went on to become TRW Valves. 

“I found the old picture when I went back to 
India last year,” Surjit added. “I look at it now 
and think about how things have changed.” 

Harbans Lai came to Wolverhampton 1965 
as a 12-year-old, joining his father who had ar¬ 
rived two years earlier. 

“It was very difficult when I got here, a com¬ 
plete shock to me,” said Harbans, now 65. 

“Getting used to somewhere new, going to 
Springfield School and learning the language; 
it was a lot to take in.” 

The father of four served an apprenticeship 
at Guy Motors and then worked at Goodyear 
for 22 years. He now runs appliance store East 
and West Aid which is near his home in Blak¬ 
enhall. 

“Seeing the pictures it shows how much has 
changed. We were all so young. Now the new 
generation has grown up here.” 

The Exodus project runs at the Bantock 
House Museum until November 12.

Levy needs 
to come in 
on sugar 

THE report by Public 
Health England into effect 
of excessive sugar consump¬ 
tion in Britain is welcomed 
but a missed opportunity 
to take measures such as a 
levy on food and drink with 
very high levels of sugar 
content that have been re¬ 
jected by this Government.

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Jaydon Paddock, who hopes to be a tumbling champion 

A TALENTED gymnast has tumbled his way into the 
World Championships - and hopes to secure much needed 
funding to help him achieve his dream. 

Jaydon Paddock, aged 14, became a British champion in 
the gymnastics discipline of tumbling - featuring breath¬ 
taking flips and somersaults - during a recent competition.

Funeral 
charges 
to rise in 
borough 


BURIAL and cremation fees will rise by up to 
10 per cent in Walsall in a bid to generate an 
extra £125,000 a year. 

Walsall Council is also looking to raise cash from 
other bereavement services including providing 
light refreshments at Streetly Crematorium. The 
authority also wants to bring in £10,000 via a wider 


range of memorials. 

It comes as council chiefs 
bid to make £25 million in 
cuts and savings in 2016/17. 

Mourners could face the 
increase in burial and cre¬ 
mation charges from April 
next year if the proposals 
are approved. 

At the moment it costs 
£1,815 for an exclusive right 
of burial at the cemeteries 
in Bentley, Bloxwich, James 
Bridge, North Walsall, 
Ryecroft, Streetly and Wil- 
lenhall. But bosses are pro¬ 
posing the fee is increased 
by three per cent, which 
works out as £1,870. 

While cremation charges 
would increase by 10 per 
cent which could see the 
fee for an over-17 rise from 
£657 to £723. The council 
also believes it can bring 
in £1,000 a year by offer¬ 
ing visitors refreshments at 
Streetly crematorium.

Walsall’s community, 
leisure and culture chief, 
Councillor Anthony Harris 
said: “This is one of numer¬ 
ous measures that the coun¬ 
cil is considering to balance 
the budget for 2016/17. 

“The proposed fee in¬ 
creases although regretful 
will keep Walsall Council 
broadly in line with neigh¬ 
bouring Black Country local 
authorities. 

“We will continue to im¬ 
prove our facilities as we 
have done at Streetly and 
are now actively looking 
to extend Willenhall Lawn 
Cemetery to create addi¬ 
tional burial space.” 

Earlier this year, open¬ 
ing hours were extended at 
Streetly Cemetery to allow 
for 10 extra burials a week 
and for funerals to take 
place on bank holidays.

Dementia 
sufferers 
to receive 
assistance 


A NEW £500,000 service designed to sup¬ 
port people with dementia will be launched 
in Walsall soon. 

The Pathways 4 Life service, which is provided 
by the Accord Group and Age UK, has employed 
six new ‘personal assistants’ for people coping with 
dementia after being funded by the Walsall Clinical 


Commissioning Group. 

The personal assistants 
will help people who have 
just been given a memory 
assessment service, which 
is carried out on people with 
suspected dementia. 

Those who are told they 
have the condition following 
the assessment will be given 
support by the new personal 
assistants for 12 weeks. 

They will work along¬ 
side existing services in 
the town, such as dementia 
cafes, to offer free support to 
people from diagnosis until 
they are given access to 
other forms of support. 

As well as this, they will 
also assist people with the 
more practical aspects of ad¬ 
justing to life with the con¬ 
dition so they can prepare 
for the future. 

Nicole Beeching, head of 
service development at the 
Accord Group, said: “The 
approach to dealing with 
people with dementia has 
changed over recent years 
and we now care that is 
‘needs-led’ and not ‘provid¬ 
er-led’. We recognise that 
everyone with dementia, no 
matter what stage they are 
at, has varying needs.

“Focusing on the person 
with dementia, their carer 
and their family’s individual 
overall needs is our number 
one priority. These new 
roles will do just that and 
we are delighted to be able 
to offer more ongoing sup¬ 
port across Walsall. 

“Each personal assistant 
will work to person-centred 
principles, recognising that 
everyone is different and 
therefore we support an in¬ 
dividualised and person-cen¬ 
tred approach.” 

Four of the six assistants 
have now been appointed 
and began work on October 
1. Pathways 4 Life offers 
a range of services across 
Walsall, including seven de¬ 
mentia cafes, offering peo¬ 
ple with dementia and their 
families the opportunity to 
meet, share experiences and 
access other support. 

Last month, calls for de¬ 
mentia patients to be kept 
on a separate ward at Wal¬ 
sall Manor hospital amid 
complaints they are being 
too noisy at night were met 
with a mixed response.

YOUNG air cadets due to lead a Re¬ 
membrance Day parade have been left 
distressed after thieves stole the trail¬ 
er that carries their instruments. 

Now, the Staffordshire Wing Air 
Training Corps band has sent out a 
Mayday following the break-in at their 
Aldridge headquarters. Band members 
are appealing for the loan of a trailer, 
or similar transport, to get them to 
the Armistice Day service on Sunday 
in their hometown. Two weeks later 
they also need to get to RAF Halton in 
Buckinghamshire where the band has 
won through to a national final. 

Raiders broke into their Station 


Road base earlier this month and stole 
the £700 aluminium trailer which is 
used for transporting drums and other 
band equipment to local events. The 
cadets undertake more than a dozen 
community engagements every year. 

They have a minibus but cannot fit 
their equipment on board. 

Group leader, Flying Officer Laura 
Horobin, said: “We feel honoured to 
lead the parade but without transport, 
it is going to make travelling very dif¬ 
ficult. We will have to make two trips 
- one taking the band, one with the 
instruments - every time we play an¬ 
ywhere.” 


The 425 Aldridge Squadron ATC 
has no funds available to hire or buy 
replacement transport.The stolen 
trailer had been donated by the Sedg- 
ley squadron when they were given a 
new one. The transport was invaluable 
for carrying the band’s bulky, heavy 
instruments, including bass drums, 
snare drums and bell lyres. 

Around a dozen cadets, aged be¬ 
tween 12 and 20, play in the band and 
they were thrilled to have got through 
to the national final at RAF Halton, 
representing the West and Wales. An¬

Alex's legacy, as sister 
Rachel raises £12,000 



Rachel Dingle has set up a charity called Cardiac Risk in the Young 


A WOMAN has raised more 
than £12,000 for charity after 
her brother died of Sudden 
Adult Death Syndrome. 

Now, in her latest round of fund¬ 
raising, Rachel Dingle is looking 
to raise enough money to have 
defibrillators put around Wolver¬ 
hampton in her brother Alex’s fa¬ 
vourite places. 

Alex Brown, aged 25, died suddenly 
on April 7 this year after collapsing 
in the garden of the home he had just 
moved into with his girlfriend. 

She had gone out to play netball 
and found him collapsed in the garden 
when she returned. 

Since then Rachel, 30, of Burnt- 
wood, her family and Alex’s friends 
and girlfriend Rebecca Marshall have 
been raising money for Cardiac Risk in 
the Young, also known as CRY. 

Various fundraisers have taken 
place throughout this year including 
a charity football match and a charity 
rugby match between Alex’s Dragons 
and Lichfield All-stars. 

Undiagnosed 

Rachel said: “Ever since April we 
have been trying to raise money for 
Cardiac Risk in the Young. What we 
have found since we started is that 
Some 12 to 13 people a week in the UK 
die of undiagnosed heart conditions. 

“Heart screening is free in a number 
of countries but not on the NHS here 
in England. 

“Sudden Adult Death Syndrome can 
happen to anyone. People don’t think 
it will happen to them until it does. 
There’s not enough awareness of it. 

“I want to place some defibrillators 
around some of Alex’s favourite spots; 
such as East Park, Tettenhall, Row- 
ley Regis. To leave a legacy, it’s what 
he would have wanted. He worked in 
mental health, he was so caring and 
fit and healthy. He died 10 days before 


my first daughter was born and I know 
he was really looking forward to being 
an uncle.” 

Growing up it was just Alex, Re¬ 
becca and their mother, so Alex gave 
the father of the bride speech at Re¬ 
becca’s wedding. 

A tribute to Alex, from East Park, 
Wolverhampton, on his JustGiving 
page said: “Alex certainly was a char¬ 
acter, He was the absolute love of my 


life, he was a fantastic son, a ‘big’ lit¬ 
tle brother and was soon to become an 
uncle. He was the life and soul of every 
party and could make a room full of 
strangers his best friends.”

All the world's a stage - or at 
least the back garden at No3! 


I WAS about four when we moved house 
to Red Lion Street. In the 1950s this was 
longer than now. Where the 1960s Tele¬ 
phone Exchange extension stands there 
was a block of houses, Nos 1 to 4, let to 
council tenants. 

Another block of four, fronted on to an alley, 
with a cemetery for St Peter and St Paul’s Catho¬ 
lic Church and a pair of semi-detached houses. 

The alley led, as Paternoster Row, up the hill, to North 
Street. Past the cemetery was a final block of four houses 
before the junction with Wadham’s Hill, where the Ring 
Road is now at a lower level. The houses were built in 
1926, as shown by date plaques with the Wolverhampton 
Corporation Coat of Arms. 

Our house was No 2, and a high privet hedge above 
a low brick wall hid a small front garden with tulips, 
daffodils and nasturtiums. At the end of the tunnel entry 
you reached the backs of numbers 2 and 3, where the 
gardens were at a higher level, reached by steps. My

best friend in these years was Geoffrey Leo. Although 
he lived at Wednesfield, his grandparents, Mr & Mrs 
Wythe, resided at No 3, and his mother or father would 
bring him to Red Lion Street regularly. 

The family’s business was making and selling ice 
cream. Other friends of ours in the street were John 
Hendley at No 5, Sally Eades at No 6, replaced by a 
younger Sally Ormerod, Paul Makin at No 7, Lesley at 
No 10, Jane at No 12, Patrick Greatrix at No 13 (my next 
best friend after Geoff), and later on Jimmy and David 
Silcock at No 14. 

John, a lifelong Wolves expert and supporter, was to 
become in later years a folk singer and successful co-or¬ 
dinator of folk clubs in the area. 

Paul was an actor, before becoming a successful script¬ 
writer of television comedies. He sadly died of a brain 
tumour at the age of 54. Patrick ran a popular hardware 


business in Wolverhampton. In the 1950s playing in the 
street was second nature, and we had the imagination to 
make up different games, dramas and shows, mimicking 
the stars seen on television or in films. The raised back 
garden of No 3 might be a stage, with Geoff s younger 
brother John using the inside part of a punch-ball as 
a microphone, belting out Frank Ifield’s “I Remember 
You”. 

Fever 

Play would often take place in the alley, and occasion¬ 
ally stray over the wall into the Catholic Cemetery. 

However, any parents hearing us would order us out, 
with the dire threat that we would “catch the fever” 
in there. No one ever explained what fever, and how it 
could be caught. It was another world - a wilderness of 
overgrown trees and bushes hiding old gravestones - cer¬ 
tainly a good place for adventure.

PEOPLE in Wolverhampton 
are miserable? Pull the oth¬ 
er one! That’s the verdict of 
those living in the city. 

Another survey is out - and it 
makes grim reading for those who 
call Wolves home. 

The new study, by thinktank The 
Legatum Institute, measured average 
income per person with how happy 
they feel. 

Wolverhampton came bottom out 
of 170 places in the UK for life satis¬ 
faction - apparently making its people 
the most miserable. But on the bus¬ 
tling streets of the city centre people 
couldn’t be happier. 

And they said it’s not money but 
spending time with family and friends 
that makes you cheery. 

The region’s comedians have also 
chipped in, saying shows in Wolver¬ 
hampton are always a highlight. 

Busy folk were happy chatting to 
friends working on stalls as the sound 
of steel drums playing in the back¬ 
ground carried through the air. 

Linda Flavell, aged 49, from Per¬ 
ton, was shopping in the city with 
her daughter Kirsty Gillett, 24, and 
grandchildren Evie-Leigh, four, and 
one-year-old Harry. 

And even the mere mention of being 
miserable had Linda laughing. “You 
must be joking,” she said. “I think 
that’s terrible. 

“We have got a good sense of hu¬ 
mour. We have got manners, we smile 
- well, that’s what I’ve always done 
anyway! 

Administrator Gerald Starr raised a 
smile, with a wry grm, about life in the 
city. The 43-year-old from Bushbury 
said: “We’re a happy bunch in Wolver¬ 
hampton .Whoever came up with this 
survey saying we are miserable is ut¬ 
terly clueless.” 

Youth worker Christian Darby is¬ 
sued a plea for those who penned the 


survey to visit the city and hear the 
humour. 

The 23-year-old, from Waddens 
Brook Lane, Wednesfield, said: “Peo¬ 
ple may see this city as boring or mis¬ 
erable because people don’t take the 
time out to come here.” 

And it is not just born-and-bred folk 


who think the city is a happy place to 
raise a family. Father-of-three Scott 
Reid came down from Glasgow to 
make his life in the city more than 20 
years ago. 

The 48-year-old said he disagreed 
with the survey, adding: “Wolver¬ 
hampton has got a lot going for it.”

“I didn’t even realise Coleridge was 
a he, I thought it was just the name 
of the walk. So I really had no idea 
at all.” 

The idea then of basing her new 
album Esteesee - which is how the 
poet liked to sign himself, on him and 
his works seem even more bizarre. 

“My husband came up with the 
idea. He started talking about Col¬ 
eridge and said I should write a song 
about him.”

Chef Suree's a winner as King and 
Thai retains its number one crown 


THAI cook Suree Coates is one 
of Shropshire’s most decorated 
chefs, having been named the 
UK Thai Chef of the Year a couple 
of years back and then bettering 
that by being crowned the Asian 
Chef of the Year. 

More recently, her qualities have been 
recognised by The Good Food Guide, where 
inclusion is hard to come by; in Shropshire, 
only seven restaurants feature. 

The King & Thai in Broseley is listed in 
that as a Local Gem and deserving of in¬ 
clusion. Suree is one of the county’s best. 
Arguably her greatest ability is to fashion 
exciting and exotic flavours that are deep, 
rich and rewarding. 

Her freshly-made sauces and pastes are 
heavenly. She learned how to make them 
while growing up in her native Thailand,

where she used a pestle and mortar to com¬ 
bine freshly-picked herbs and aromats. She 
uses the same techniques to this day - and 
it shows. Suree offers dishes that offer the 
same flavours that you’d find in downtown 
Phitsanulok. Her flavours are vibrant and 
subtle; explosive and entertaining. She’s a 
crackerjack cook who has as good an under¬ 
standing of Asian seasonings as any chef in 
the county. 

My friend and I have eaten at The King 
& Thai frequently. For this critic’s shilling, 
it remains the county’s number one; with 
Ludlow’s Chang Thai Bar and Shrews¬ 
bury’s recently-opened Aroi Thai not far 
behind. Suree moves ahead of her good-but- 
not-better rivals on most fronts: principally 
presentation, innovation and flavour. 

When we arrived, the helpful and bubbly 


waitress showed us through to the dining 
room. It was festooned with Buddhas, col¬ 
ourful photographs and other Thai ephem¬ 
era. The menu featured the normal Thai 
classics in addition to numerous specials. 
Starters include a duck dim sum with plum 
sauce. Alongside that was a Thai custard, 
served in a mini pumpkin, with prawns. 

My friend opted for the duck dim sum 
while I ordered chicken satay. Both were 
delicious. The dim sum - some crunchy- 
fried and some soft-and-steamed - were 
light and boldly seasoned. The plum sauce 
was swirled concentrically across the plate 
and provided a balanced accompaniment. 

The satay was brilliant. My friend and 
I swapped dim sum for satay in an im¬ 
promptu game of Thai mix‘n’match. 

We thought long and hard about the 
daily specials before ordering the county’s 
best Thai red curry and the county’s best 


Thai green curry. Neither disappointed. 
Both oozed subtle and delicate flavour. The 
chicken and vegetables that were contained 
had been lightly cooked while the presenta¬ 
tion was as pretty as a picture. 

Rather than request dessert, we asked 
the chef to choose. She provided a tasting 
platter, including a playful coconut panna 
cotta, an indulgent chocolatey, fudgey cube 
that was dense, rich and satisfying and 
more. The only underwhelming element 
was a deep-fried ice cream sandwich. 

Suree deserves all credit for pushing the 
envelope when it comes to Thai cuisine. 
Unlike most local, neighbourhood chefs, 
she creates imaginative dishes, daring to 
combine different ingredients to fashion 
something new. 

Her presentation is delightful, her fla¬ 
vours exemplary and there’s not a finer 
Thai restaurant in the region.

The stars shine brightly 
in aid of a good cause 


H ow to transform yourself from 
smooth-talking professional to 
dribbling idiot in one easy move 
- host a live TV show. 

Those watching at home may think 
standing in front of a camera and 
reading an autocue is easy, but for 
presenters, it can be a living 
nightmare - especially if something 
goes wrong and they’re left to fill in 
‘dead air! 

Arguably the biggest and most 
difficult live TV event of the year is 
Children in Need, thanks in no small 
part to the fact it lasts for such a long 
time. What’s more, this year it’s being 
broadcast on Friday 13th - surely a 
recipe for disaster if ever there was 
one? 

Well, maybe not. After all, it’s in the 
safe hands of Terry Wogan, who 
seems to thrive on such occasions. 

He will be joined for the first part 
of the evening by Tess Daly, 
who is no stranger to live TV, 
having co-hosted Strictly Come 
Dancing with, initially, Bruce Forsyth 
and latterly with Claudia Winkleman, 
for the past 11 years. But even she 
could learn a thing or two from Sir 


Terry who makes the whole process 
seem completely effortless - 
perhaps it’s because he’s so affable 
and always does his best to make 
those appearing in the studio at their 
ease. 

“I’m not a confrontational 
interviewer,” explains Wogan. “It would 
be easy to be abrasive, but nobody 
would want to come on the show. 
Sometimes an interview I think didn’t 
go well was actually very good, and 
vice versa. You’re not always the best 
judge yourself.” 

Despite retiring from his radio show, 
Terry is as busy as ever, but he claims 
he’ll always have time for this 
fundraiser. 

“It is always a privilege and 
pleasure, the highest point of my year, 
to present BBC Children in Need,” he 
says. ‘This year we are hoping the 
great British public will give us even 
more. We’ve certainly got a fantastic 
show line-up this year. I know I say 
that every year but this year really is 
special.” 

Although the BBC’s first Children’s 
Appeal arrived in 1927, the first 


telethon version didn’t appear on our 
screens until in 1980, and the aim 
each year is to beat the previous total. 
Seeing as a record £32, 620, 469 was 
raised on the night in 2014, the 
fundraisers have a tough task ahead 
of them, but hopefully the public will 
be inspired to dig deep by the serious 
stories they hear as well as the 
entertainment on offer. 

Among the highlights on offer during 
the first, two-and-a-half-hour stint are 
performances by Ellie Goulding, the 
Children’s Choir, Rod Stewart and 
Jess Glynne, who performs the 
evening’s official song, Take Me 
Home. 

Also popping up is a Strictly special, 
which sees Bruce Forsyth return to 
the ballroom to host an edition 
featuring the stars of Call the Midwife 
- has their colleague Helen George, 
who is currently taking part in the 
dance challenge, been giving them 
tips? 

Then, in the second half after the 
news, Rochelle Humes and Nick 
Grimshaw take over from Daly and 
help Wogan keep the ball rolling into 
the wee small hours.

Individual, stylish ADAM

Vauxhall has been a long time 
coming to the supermini party, 
and it is an area in which it has 
missed out on of thousands 
of car sales. But with the very 
quirky ADAM it is now entering 
the section with relish. 

The Adam is just over 12ft long, slightly 
longer than a MINI, and at 6ft 6in wide (if you 
include the mirrors) is one of the biggest in 
its class, slightly bigger than the Fiat 500 
and the Audi A1. 

Vauxhall has continued the fun with the 
name of the trims - they call them, Jam, 
Glam and Slam. Slam supposedly for a 
sporty ride, Jam is fashionable, and Glam is 



the comfortable classic for the more mature 
owner. 

The body colours also get rather strange 
names in James Bond, Saturday White Fe¬ 
ver and Buzz Light Green. In fact, the Adam 
is a car for all people. Over a million combi¬ 
nations of interior and exterior specifications 
make virtually no ADAM the same as anoth¬ 
er. Your bespoke vehicle starts with the order 
list. 

Vauxhall hopes the ADAM will reach not 
just the committed Vauxhall but attract those 
not previously considering the brand. 

The ADAM itself is based on a Corsa plat¬ 
form which has been reduced - this gives 
you an indication of the size of the vehicle. 
There is a choice of engines, with a 1.2-litre, 
1.4-litre and in my particular case for this test, 
a delightful 1-litre 3-cylinder 998cc engine, 
producing 115bhp and a very commendable 
low C02 emission, which puts it in to the £30 
per year tax bracket. 

The combined fuel figures are quoted 
at 57mpg and I achieved 49mpg during 
my week on varied road surfaces, which I 
thought was quite reasonable. 

All the models in the range get as stand¬ 
ard, air conditioning, remote central locking, 
a decent radio system, and there is also an 
option for a centre control screen which can 
display your phone, satnav and various other 
items. 

From a driving and passenger perspective 
the ADAM, being in the small category, is a 
vehicle that has surprising qualities. It will 
comfortably seat four people but there will 
then be a luggage issue. Primarily, the ADAM 
is not really suitable to family life but it makes 
a very pleasant second vehicle. 

Drawbacks I found were the three-door 
access to the rear was awkward. And the

driver and passenger doors are huge. This 
translates in to requiring a large amount of 
space on a car park just to open the doors 
and allow driver and passengers to exit. 

I really enjoyed driving the car, the en¬ 
gine seemed to be perfectly tuned to the 
size and the dynamics of the suspension, 
and the handling at all times was comforta¬ 
ble, precise and relatively comfortable. 

All in all, the ADAM is a vehicle that al¬ 
lows you to customise to your heart’s con¬ 
tent, and when you see some of the var¬ 
iables in the colour schemes and add in 


the extras which can be incorporated on 
the interior, there will be some interesting 
ADAMS on the road. 

I worry, however, in two or three year’s 
time when you take that highly customised 
vehicle to the dealer, what the reaction will 
be. 

I well remember a very vivid-coloured 
Peugeot 206 cabriolet I owned some years 
ago, and the dealer saying we will never 
sell it in that colour. Time will tell who is 
right and who is wrong.

CHOOSING next week’s lottery num¬ 
bers will be easier to predict than 
this Wolves team. 

Defeat after defeat after defeat, followed 
by an almost faultless away performance 
at St Andrew’s, perfectly executed by a dis¬ 
ciplined, organised and resolute side that 
knew exactly what its game plan was, and 
stuck to it. 

Wolves won comfortably. Against a team they 
started the day nine points behind. So who saw 
that coming? 

Kenny Jackett might have done, and he cannot 
be praised enough for masterminding what was 
an important victory, both in terms of supporter 
morale, and the bigger picture of the play-offs. 

In reducing the gap to sixth-placed Blues to 
six points, it keeps their heads above water in 
the play-off race. 

It also eases the pressure on Jackett, who 
knows that a season of drifting aimlessly along 
in mid-table obscurity with no hope of a push at 
the top six would probably cost him his job. 

Surprise 

But aside from a well-planned and well-deliv¬ 
ered strategy, there was more behind this sur¬ 
prise victory. 

Wolves have now won five Championship 
games this season, three of them since Steve 
Morgan’s bombshell departure in late Septem¬ 
ber. 

And while any upturn or downturn in form 
cannot be attributed to the club being put up for 
a sale, a sudden change in transfer policy cer¬ 
tainly can. 

Morgan long campaigned for the virtues of 
youth in the Wolves squad, bankrolling the new 
training academy, and it is believed the policy to 
flood the first team with ‘young and hungry’ tal¬ 
ent came directly from the top. 

It is a policy Jackett has happily (in the public 
domain at least) worked within, largely untrou¬ 
bled. 

But Wolves have gone to extreme lengths to 
continue that policy of late, shearing the squad 
of any players aged 30 or over, and of course 
controversially selling Richard Stearman for 
just £2m, electing instead to let the 20-year-olds 
Dominic Iorfa and Kortney Hause be given room 
to blossom and develop at centre-half. 

With Iorfa - as is Jackett’s preference - play¬ 
ing at right-back and Hause injured, that de¬ 
cision has proved folly, just weeks after it was 


enacted. And with Morgan gone Wolves have, low and 
behold, performed a complete U-turn and this week 
brought in a 31-year-old and a 34-year-old, in Mike 
Williamson and Grant Holt. 

Experience has been one of the many attributes 
lacking in Wolves’ season so far, but in Williamson 
and Holt they added 847 games’ worth to their ranks 
in the space of two days. 

Confusing? Yes, but better Wolves change their 


minds now and add a couple of wise heads, rather 
than pig-headedly stick to a philosophy that was tak¬ 
ing them nowhere, in the short term at least. 

Elsewhere the dominant Kevin McDonald and the 
composed Iorfa were part of a solid defensive unit that 
rendered Emiliano Martinez’s gloves an unused item. 

And Nathan Byrne excelled down the left, typifying 
Wolves’ dynamic counter-attacking approach.

Morgan has acted to install finance 
expert Lewis as he bids to ease the tran¬ 
sition between owners. He put the club 
up for sale in September, just 48 hours 
after being verbally abused by support¬ 
ers following Wolves’ 1-1 draw at Deep- 
dale against Preston. 

Morgan has yet to speak publicly 
about his bombshell exit, but it is be¬ 
lieved family reasons, as well as sup¬ 
porter dissatisfaction, were behind the 
shock walkout. 

Lewis will act as Morgan’s eyes and 
ears on the board and help facilitate the 
sale of the club . He joins Jez Moxey, 
John Gough and John Bowater on the 
board. 

Bridgemere Group, of which Morgan 
is chairman, own Wolves and Morgan 
was keen to have a company representa¬ 
tive on the board during what may be a 
protracted sale process. 

Lewis is a director at Bridgemere 
Group, and was previously acting fi¬ 
nance director at Manchester City for 
10 years from 1994. He then became a 
non-executive director at the club, leav¬ 
ing in 2005. 

Morgan resigned from the Wolver¬ 
hampton Wanderers Football Club 
(1986) board on the same day as Lewis 
was installed, October 12. 

However, he remains a director of 
Wolverhampton Wanderers Properties, 
which owns Molineux, land around the 
stadium and Wolves’ training ground. 
Lewis has also been made a director.
